Report, given by Mark Olivier, 
was debated and the motion 
passed despite a worst pos- 
sible scenario of a $7,000 loss. 
Don Garrioch, SGA Trea- 
surer, is not worried by the 



figure, claiming that the loss 
could be handled by the 
SGA. The figure is based on 
revenues to date and revenues 
to be confirmed shortly that

ed to be $17,000.

Shadow Over University Of Sudbury 



A proposed constitutional 
change in the Residence Coun- 
cil of the University of Sud- 
bury could see the Director 
and Assistant Director remov- 
ed as ex-officio members of 
the council. 

The change must be posted 
in residence for at least a two 
week period and though it 
could be voted on by council 
at the November 23rd meet- 
ing, it will not in fact be dealt 
with until the 30th, 

"It's not rejecting the Dir- 
ector or Assistant Director/' 
said Res. Council President 
Roy Male. "It's just a simple 
change in council structure." 

While the Assistant Direct- 
or, Sister Helen Paradis, had 
little to say about the affair, 
the Director, Father Ron Perr- 
on, lamented losing what he 
termed a tradition of recipro- 
city at the residence. 

Perron pointed out that 
there were student members 
on the U. of S, Board of 
Regents and that it seemed 
only fair that there would in 
turn be an administrative 
presence on the Res. Council. 

The reasons for the pro- 
posed change are two-fold. 
First, council considers that 
since it is a student body, it 
would best serve its constit- 
uents if there were only 
students serving on it. Second, 
according to Male, it was "telt 
that some members didn't feel 
at ease" with Perron and 
Paradis sitting on the Council. 

When asked whether prob- 
lems would arise from being 
removed from the council. 
Perron replied. "Not necess- 
arily. When some problems 
arise the risks are greater that 
misunderstanding could arise 
[without his presence on coun- 
cil] but not necessarily."

Lastyear's Res. Council also 
went through a period in 
which Perron and Paradis were 
not allowed to sit on the 
council In a sequence of 
events that culminated in a 
student call for the dismissal 
of both Perron and Paradis. 

Male remarked when asked 
about events last year, "I have 
sort of mixed feelings about it - 
it's a very complex thing." 

Perron insisted that there 
was no trouble this year, 
calling the Lucien Matte Res- 
idence "a very pleasant place 



to live." 

Male noted that "there 
have been no major beefs so 
far," as well as an increased 
attempt at communication on 
the part of Perron, but said 
that "Overall it hasn't chang- 
ed." 

The dismissal request was 
presented to the U. of S. Board 
of Regents at a meeting April 
24th, 1981, and two reccom- 
endations were subsequently 
made: first, that ways be 
found to better relations bet- 
ween students and administ- 



ration and second, that Father 
Lucien Michaud make a report 
on the matter. 

The Board met once since 
that time but failed to reach 
quorum. The next meeting is 
scheduled for Sunday, Nov- 
ember 22nd. Father Michaud, 
President of the University of 
Sudbury was requested at the 
April 24th meeting to prepare 
a report on the matter for the 
Regents but apparently no 
such report exists at this time. 

While both Male and Perr- 



vices was chosen for several 
reasons: cost; quality of pub- ' 
lication; accessibility; services 
of a sales representative, 5 
which included a workshop; 
and the fact that there will be , 
no extra cost to the SGA for 
the graduation pictures to be 
contained in the yearbook. 

Council adopted two re- '. 
commendations presented in 
the Report and added a third. 
The first requires that the 
editor of the yearbook be 

responsible to the SGA exec- 
utive; the second stipulates 
that all contracts be signed by 
the SGA President after con- 
sultation with the editor and . 
the SGA executive; finally, a 
monthly report of the year- 
book's progress is to be given 
to council. 

SGA President Bill Scott 

stated that he is "quite confi- 
dent of the ultimate success of 
the .yearbook-," a sentiment . 

echoed by Mark Olivler^'whb 
remarked, "I have no doubt 
that we'll sell 1,700." 

On the day following the 
Council meeting, the cover 
design for Experience '81-'82 
was chosen by the yearbook 
committee, and 1,700 hard 
back covers were ordered. The 
deadline for the completion of 
the yearbook remains January 
25th, and to help sales, a 
second campaign is slated for 
that period and another for the 
end of the year. Olivier is sure 
all extra copies will be sold 
when the students see the 
quality of the finished pro- 
duct.

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Asbestos Tours Campus 
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In theory, at least, a single 
fibre can kill - scar lung tissue 
or start a deadly chain re- 
action of cancer In practice, 
asbestos Is generally danger- 
ous after long exposure to high 
concentrations. 

Amazingly heat resistant, 
the fibrous asbestos has been 
put to a myriad of uses, from 
fire protection in all kinds of 
buildings to brake linings In 
cars. In both buildings and 
cars, it is the fibrous nature of 
asbestos that is at the heart of 
the health hazard associated 
with it. 

Every time a car stops, 
asbestos fibres break free of 
the lining. They are tiny, all 
but invisible, but concentra- 
tions in the outdoors are 
insignificant. It is indoors, in 
enclosed spaces, where con- 
centrations can reach danger 
levels. 

At Laurentian, and in many 

buildings across Canada, as- 
bestos in fire-proofing was 
standard construction prac- 
tice. It was placed on struc- 
tural steel beams to help 
prevent bijckling in the event 

of fire. It was sprayed along 
heating pipes to help prevent 
heat loss and to control heat 
levels. The effectiveness of 
asbestos is unquestioned. The 
problem arises when individ- 
ual fibres flake from the main 
body of the material 

They are light and float easily 
about any room. 

The Occupational Health 
and Safety Act of 1978 legis- 
lated into existence bodies 
such as Laurentian's Health 
and Safety Committee, It also 
provided for a corps of 
inspectors from the Ministry of 
Labour whose members ap- 
pear at worksites Ontario-wide 
unannounced to conduct ins- 
pections, talk with workers, 
and address any fears of 
unsafe conditions that these 
workers might have. 

The Ministry also acts on 
specific complaints such as 
that received from the clerical 
association at Laurentian last 
summer. An inspector came to 
the campus and took material 
samples and air samples of 
suspect areas. During the 
testing period, a section of the 
sixth floor library tower 
was closed.

kauc, Secretary of the Building 
and Planning Committee of 
the university, who accom- 
panies the inspectors on their 
tours of the campus, the air 
samples came out well below 
the threshold. In fact, said 
Tekauc, the highest reading 
was only about 1/lOth of 1% 
of a fibre per cubic centi- 
metre. 

The Ministry inspectors ap- 
pear periodically on the 

campus and a report is filed 
after each visit. If the inspec- 
tor finds a problem a directive 
is issued to the university and 
it must be complied with. It 
was during such an inspection 
that samples of suspect ma-

Asbestos in both the Pub 
and the library tower is 
found in hard surfaced ma- 
terial from which falling as- 
bestos is generally not bad 
problem. In the Pub, asbestos 
is contained in a plaster-Mke 
coating over steel beams in 
the ceiling.

asbestos. In effect it is simply 
covered by another material, 
paint for example, and in this 
case another non-asbestos fire- 
proofing. Notes Chris Rutledge 
of the Information Services 
branch of the Ministry of 
Labour, encapsulation is ef- 
fective enough but "removal is 

psychologically sweeter/' 

Neither encapsulation nor 
removal is scheduled for any 
of the asbestos found in the 
library. It is contained in 
ceiling tiles, a hard^surfaced 
material, and the only poten- 
tial danger arises from work on 
the tiles themselves, cutting 
them, for example. But not all 
the tiles in the Library actually 
contain asbestos, an example 
of a major problem with the 
stuff: just where is it? It's 
impossible to tell simply by 
looking at a ceiling tile, a 
paint, a plaster, or any ma- 
terial, that asb^^rns is present. 
Each material must be tested, 
a process that involves send- 
ing samples to a Ministry lab 
in Toronto for evaluation. 

Detection is a gun^ising 
game and Tekauc admits that 
it is almost impossible to test 
every material in every lo- 
cation on campus. Suspect 
locations are tested first, often 
on the basis of resemblance to 
another material that proved 
to contain asbestos. An 
experience with the Teachers' 
College and the Physical Edu- 
cation complex is a case in 
point. 

Asbestos was discovered 
In the Teachers' CoUeae \x\ a 

loose fluffy material sprayed 

over steel beams In the 
bui/ding. In a later inspection 
of the Phys. Ed. complex, a 
similar looking nr\aterial was 
discovered. When tested, that 
materia! proved to be free of 
asbestos. 

Presently an architect is 
working on a plan for the 
removal of the asbestos in the 
Teachers' College, It will likely 
be replaced with non-asbestos 
fire-proofing over the up- 

coming winter months. 

The search for asbestos is 

an on-going one. An Ontario 
Royal Commission is study- 
ing the material, its use in the 
workplace and in products 
that alt of us may be exposed

Nuclear policy statements 
out of Washington lately are, 
to say the least, alarming.

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One of the unfortunate tendancies of the 
current SCA Council is an apparent disregard 
for issues of more importance than the 
production of a yearbook or the staging of the 
Winter Carnival. It seems, for example, that the 

Council as a whole has utterly neglected the 
Bourns Report on the restructuring of Lauren- 
tian and its affiliated colleges. They also seem 
to have Ignored the whole concept of the CFS; 
which might not be so bad. In this case 

ignorance could save you seven dollars. 

The CFS stands for the Canadian Federation 
of Students and is intended to supercede the 
Nation Union of Students and various provin- 
cial student organizations such as the OFS - the 
Ontario Federation of Students. 

Right now, some $4.50 of your student fees 
go directly to the (empty) coffers of the NUS 
and to the OFS. If the SCA joins the new CFS, 
then the fees for membership will jump to $7.00 
per student. Now, the SCA is unlikely to reduce 
its own revenue base and that extra $.50 will 
simply be tacked on to the fees that you pay 
every year at registration. 

The CFS might Indeed be a reasonable idea, a 
proper and (highly unlikely, but one never 
knows) effective alternative to the NUS. It 
might be worth the $7.00. 

With the exception of Nancy Weisbrod, no 

one on the Council knows anything about the 

CFS. And no one is making an effort to find 

anything out. Weisbrod told the Council at the 

November 17th meeting that the issue of 

membership in the CFS had to be decided by 

December 31st, leaving only two more Council 

meetings before the Christmas break to 

deal with the problem. 

No one so much as batted an eyelid. NO 

ONE WAS EVEN LISTENING. 

Well, I'm not surprised., Discussion had just 
gorie on - and on- about the yearbook and the 
Winter Carnival. Debate was rather spirited with 
regard to who should stage events at Carnival 
and who should not. One fraction championed 
the right of the small councils to hold prime 
night events while another faction seemed 
bent on ignoring the small councils altogether 
simply because they are small. 

Spirited debate - over absolutely nothing of 



any lasting import; over something that gives 
many profs, one week less in an already 
abbreviated school session to pound something 
into the students' heads; one more of holidays. 
Council has two weeks to stir itself and 
stammer out some dim-witted, half-hearted and 

ill-informed reply to the formation of the CFS. 
Two weeks in which to decide to whether or not 
to Increase your student fees by $2.50. They 

love increases. 

HEY! How about a decrease. According to 
the debate over the yearbook, the SCA could 
stand, without too mulch trouble, to take a loss 
of $7,000 if it turns out that no one buys a 
yearbook beyond those eager beavers who have 
already laid down their fiver. If they can do 
that, then they can also stand to drop student 
fees by an amount that would translate to 

$7,000 dollars. 

But thfiy don't. They'll probably yawn, 
scratch their fiscal backsides, and join the CFS 
without understanding anything about it. There 
go your student fees -straight up. Again. In case 
you hadn't noticed, this year's fees were higher 

than last year's. 

By the way, you are not allowed to register 
without paying fees to either SCA or I'AEF. 
The student governments have a deal with the 
administration regarding the collection of fees. 
The continued mandate of the SCA and I'AEF is 
|ln effect a social contract, made when not one 
of us was here. Another council, many long 
moons ago. But we're stuck with it. 

We're stuck with a council whose members ^ 
probably couldn't tell you what CFS stands for, 
and whose members probably could care less. 
Consider: If you are in your first year, you will 
pay fees to the SCA, over three years, of almost 
$110.00 - largely for the privelage of having the 
SCA prepare for you a nice week of Winter 
Drinking, uh, Carnival. And you still have to pay 
to get into any of the events that are even half 

worthwhile! 

Something's not right here, but no one on the 
SCA will ever understand what. At least, not this 
year's SCA. D
